REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In presenting this report the board have but little to say 
that is not known to those who have an interest in the promo- 
tion and welfare of school work. Our schools have been 
maintained three terms each with an average length of eleven 
weeks, which increased the length of the school year one 
week. 

Effort has been made to secure experienced teachers which 
has been successful in most cases. The same teachers have 
been retained in three of the schools for the entire year and in 
two others for the fall and winter terms, and it is generally 
conceded that better work can be accomplished in this way 
than by a continued change of teachers. 

There are often hasty and inconsiderate discussions upon 
school matters in public and in private which tend to have a 
disturbing effect upon the schools. Every friend of the schools 
should be considerate in their criticism, and careful that it is based 
upon fact and not upon rumor. The public estimate of the 
condition of our schools is often unfortunately determined by 
statements made without authority or investigation. 

We desire to express our appreciation of the liberality of 
the district and to suggest that the entire community recog- 
nize its interest in the schools, that the regular attendance of 
every boy and girl so far as possible be enforced by the proper 
authorities, and that the parents should be made to feel that 
the attendance of their children is a duty they owe to them 
and to the entire locality. 

The parents should make more frequent visits to the school- 
room and encourage the teacher and pupils by their presence 
as the success of each school depends upon the codperation of 
the entire community, and any suggestions made by them 
after having made such visits would be gratefully received. 
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The enumeration of children in the district between ages of 
five and sixteen years was found to be seventy-six boys and 
sixty girls a total of one hundred and thirty-six which is a 
slight gain over last year. 

For a report of the number registered and the average 
attendance you are referred to the statistical table. 

In accordance with a statutory requirement calling for a 
report to the selectmen of the amount of money needed for 
the current year for paying high school tuition and purchasing 
school books and supplies we hereby submit the following: 
$350 for high school tuition; $150 for school books and 
‘supplies.
